Claim Objections 



1 . Claim 1 is objected to because tlie claim appears to be a literal translation into an 
English from a foreign document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic error. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , the phrase "for instance" renders the claim indefinite because it is 

unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. 

See MPEP §21 73.05(d). 



Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A paterrt may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disctosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Stelzer 

(5341 871 ) in view of Fukui (5250866). 



As best understood, Stelzer discloses a mounting device for an electric motor cooling 
system In fig. (1-3) comprising: motor (23) mounted to a central hub (col.1 line 49-57) of 
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the mounting bracket having outwardly extending legs (26). Stelzer also disclose, a 
second housing part embodied as a motor flange (42) for securing the electric motor to 
a carrier element (12) which embraces the first housing part (23) located in the axial 
direction of axial shaft (23 part of the motor). Characterized in that the outer 
circumference of the first housing part (23) has plurality of radially extending, relatively 
flat plastic spokes (126,127,128,129), which solidly engage an associated, radially and 
axially extending recesses (33,36c, 36d) of the second housing part. Stelzer also 
disclose, a connecting means (130) located radially on the outer end of the spokes for 
securing the second housing part wherein, the plastic spokes (126,127,128,129) are 
soft in the axial direction of the motor shaft wherein, the plastic spokes, on each of the 
radial ends are remote from the motor and a plastic damping elements (40) integrally 
shape with the spoke on the ends of the plastic spokes which is perpendicular to the 
radial direction of the spokes, wherein the damping element extends over the entire 
axial length of the redial spoke which is remote from the motor. Stelzer also disclose a 
peg (34); which engage correspondingly with the recess of the second housing part, 
Stelzer does not disclose a detailed description of the electric motor comprising: at least 
one pole ring and magnets and a shaft. 

Fukui teaches an electric motor for a fan in fig.1 comprising: a first housing part (8) 
which enclose at least one pole ring (12) a shaft (2) and magnet (6) for the purpose of 
obtaining a motor having high precision and high quality. Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
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modify the electric motor of Stelzer with the motor assembly of Fukui to obtain a high 
quality motor. 

It would have been an obvious matter of design choice to have spokes shape 
trapezoidally for securing the motor, since such a modification would have a mere 
change in sized of a component. A change in sized is generally recognized as being 
with the level of ordinary skill in the art. In re Rose, 05 USPQ 237(CCPA155). 
It also would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to select rubber the damping material as rubber since it has been 
held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the 
basis of it's suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re 
Leshin,125 USPQ 416.
